An ordinance to prevent papers,.stag 
nant water, dead animals, fowls, ma- 
nure and other tilth and garliat;e from 
being thrown on the alleys and .-streets 
of the City of Lancaster, Ky. 

Be it ordained bf Uw CItf Council 
of the City of Lancaster, Kentucky: 

It shall be unlawful for any person, 
tiriu or corp.irat ion ;o throw or piace 
any papers, dead animals, fowls, stag- 
nant water, manure or other tilth or 
garbage on tlie streets or alleys of 
the City of Lancaster, Ky., aad any 
one so otTeuding shall be lined not ex 
ceeding twenty dollars. 

This ortii nance shall take effect 
from and after its passage and publi 
c ition as repaired by law.
